If we have adequate laws 
for the suppression and punishment of such ind 
viduals they are not clearly foc focused in the minds 
of prosecutors or the general public. Enemy, 
sabotage, it appears, even though such activity 
takes the form of interfering with ship building 
or munition manufacture, cannot be punished ex- 
cept under the general laws against destruction of 
property. ; 
Hayes McKinney, in an article in the current 
Illinois Law Review, expresses the opinion that 


in this regard. He leans to the conclusion that the 
authority of the military courts, which are em- 
powered to inflict the death penalty, could be in- 
voked to deal with these cases, but he adds that 
if these courts do not have jurisdiction there is no 
adequate provision anywhere in the United States 
for the trial and punishment of persons accused 
of acts of “individual warfare or hostility.” 

The senate judiciary committee has reported an 
amendment to the espionage act which is designed 
to render the occupation of giving open or covert 
assistance to the enemy considerably less secure 
than it is now. The amendment fills in the gaps 
that were unaccountably left in the original act, 
and provides a penalty of $10,000 of twenty re 
imprisonment, or both.

We may pass over such provisions as those 
against inflaming resistance against the govern- 
ment; those against supporting and favoring the 
German cause, and those against obstructing and 
interfering with the production of war materials. 
To make these acts unlawful is A common 
sense.

cally provided that it is unlawful for any one to use 
“any language calculated to bring the form of gov-

The obvious intention is 
to strike at I. W. W. and like propaganda. Perhaps 
ho other interpretation can be made. But, taken 
in confection with the rest of the act, this clause 
might be capable of rather broad extension.

NY one of the reasons why we are 
A at war with Germany mentioned 
in previous articles of this series 
would be sufficient justification 
for this nation taking up arms. Only 
extreme patience, coupled, often, with 
complete failure to recognize the serious- 
ness of the German menace to America 
and the world, kept the United States 
out of the war for nearly three years 
before it finally decided to join in. In 
fact, justification for war with Germany 
existed years before the conflict in Eu- 
rope was begun. 
It has been shown that Germany for 
years had been plotting within our bor- 


ders, encouraging immigrants to become 


citizens and at the same time remain 
She filled our 
land with spies and agehts of disorgan- 
ization. 
Germans themselves it has been shown 
Germany's doctrine that might alone is 
right would menace the very independ- 
ence of the United States just as surely 
as it destroyed that of Serbia and Bel- 
gium, just as soon as Germany felt her- 
self strong enough to make a formal at- 
tack.

Finally, whe the Wet of Russia 
revealed the that Germany was 
fighting not a war of self - preservation 
but one of conquest, pure and simple, 
and that the freédom of the entire world 
was menaced, any question of why we 
are fighting seemed superfluous.

The military party in Germany started 
the war because it believed the time ripe 
for conquest. This fact alone is suffi- 
cient justification for any nation, stand- 
ing for the ideals of democracy and free- 
dom, to take up arms. When a govern- 
ment exists which will wantonly plunge 
a world into war just to extend its own 
borders and its own trade it is time for 
other nations to fight. | 

Proof that ambition, and not consia- 
eration of its own safety, prompted Ger- 
many to begin the war is given by the 
fact that Serbia and Belgium, two heip- 
less little nations, were the first at- 
tacked. Serbia blocked the way to the 
east and Belgium to the west.

Editor's note: We have had a number 
of letters on this subject from anglers, 
some for and some against the seining 
idea.

There are two ideas back of this 
seining; one is to furnish people with 
fresh fish at a low cost; the other to re- 
establish a balance between coarse fishes 
and game fishes, When the seining is 
done before the Ist of May there is lit- 
tle danger of disturbing the bass. as they 
have not gone on the spawning beds 
the water is too cold at this time. 

That seining has its advantages is be- 
yond diepute, but when the work is done 
under the direct supervision of the war- 
dens, and the fish to be returned to the 
water are handled carefully, we believe 
that the idea is a good one. Perhaps 
there are dWadvantages that we have not 
heard about, and we would like to hear 
from those who have observed the re 
sults of seining in different waters. In 
other words, is the seining of coarse fish

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NO NEW ROADS: 


Already Voted Barred by 


BY SHEPPARD BUTLER. 


Cook county, it appears, is to have 


no new roads while the United States 
is at war. Hope for the improvements 
planned when the $1,000,000 bond issue 
was passed last fall went glimmering 
yesterday when Henry A. Zender, coun- 
ty superintendent of public service, was 
notified by the treasury department's 
capital issues advisory committee that 
the issuance of the bonds will not be 
sanctioned. — 
“We have submitted the matter tof | 
the department of agriculture,” wrote; 
W. A. Heath, chairman. of the commit- 
tee, “which advises that there is not 
sufficient agricultural necessity for the 
roads, and have submitted it to the 
war department, which advises that 
there is not sufficient military impor- 
tance to justify building them. Under 
these circumstances the committee 
does not see how it can vote to recom- 
mend approval.” | 
County Decides to Stand Pat. 
The problem was threshed over at 
a meeting of the county roads and 
bridges committee in the afternoon. 
Various suggestions were made as to 
ways in which part of the roads might 
be buiit legally, but it was agreed that 
any appearance of disregarding the 
wishes of the government should be 
avoided. For the present, therefore, 
the whole project is at a standstill. 
The $1,000,000 bonds authorized at 
the November election were to have 
been used in the construction of forty- 
eight miles of new cement pavement. 
along five routes northwest, southwest, 
and south of the city. One of these 
was the so-called military road to con- 
nect with Fort Sheridan and the naval 
training station at Great Lakes, and 
there. had been informal assurances 
that the war department would ap- 
prove this.

ern Estimate 
Indicates a Yield of 
560,000,000 Bu. 


Sufficient wheat to take care of the 
needs of this country and its allies next 
Beason is in prospect, the April esti- 
mate by the department of agriculture 
indicating a yield of 560,000,000 bu. 
This comperes with last year’s pro- 
auction of 418,070,000 bu and 480.553. 
000 bu in 1916. In addition a rye crop 
of around 86,000,000 bu is estimated, 
largest on record, and compared with 
60,145,000 bu rais last year. 

While the official figures on wheat 
Were not as optimistic as some of the 
Private guesses, the outlook neverthe- 
less is encouraging, especially in view 
of the fact that the government raises 
its par every month .until harvest, 
when 19 bu per acre is used for a 
basis. Using this par on the originally 
Planted acreage would indicate a crop 
of about 630,000,000 bu. No estimate 
of the abandoned acreage is made in 
the April report, but the winter killing 


of wheat this year is believed to have 


been lighter than usual, 
Crop Improved by Rains. 

g Good rains have fallen in practically 
all séctions of the winter wheat belt 
Since the reports were gathered and 
tie present condition of the crop is 
believed to be better than indicated in 
yesterday's report. There was a’ de- 
Grease in the condition from Dec. 1 
last to April 1 of 0.7 points, as com- 
pared with an average decline in the 
last ten years of 5.7 points between 


these dates. Further improvement in- 


the crop is likely with favorable 
weather conditions. In estimating a 
yield of 560,000,000 bu the government 
assumes an average abandonment of 
acreage and average influences on the 
crop to harvest. 

A high crop condition is shown in the 
important states of Missouri, Illinois. 
and Indiana, while Ohio has a condition 
of 80, same as a year ago. The plant 
has suffered in the southwest because 
of dry weather early in the season, 
and Texas condition is only 40, while 
Kansas is given as oT and Oklahoma 
as 63. 

Food Administration Pleased. 

The liberal forecast has brought op- 
timism to the food administration, and 
the prediction was unofficially made 
‘that if the spring wheat crop main- 
tained the same ratio the next harvest 
will furnish sufficient wheat to take 


‘the allies next year. 

Assuming the spring wheat avon will 
yield the. same ratio of increase, there 
will be a total crop of 860,000,000 bu, 
or an increase of about 200,000,000 bu 
over last year, when the entire crop 
Was estimated at 651,000,000 bu. | 


In addition, there le an Ancrease or 


26,000,000 du in the prospective rye 
op, of a total prospective increase 
over last year of about 226,000,000 bu 
of bread grains. 

There is also hope of an increase of | 
100,000,000 bu of wheat over last year 
‘in Great Britain and France, and also 
an increase in Canada.
